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REMARKS 


The vital statistios returns for the week ending the 22nd 
May, 1948 for tovng with a population of 30,000 and 
over have been roooivel in respect of only 122 towns 
(108 out of 180 in India and 14 out of 20 towns in Indian 
^States). The estimated mid-year population of all these 
towns is 12,041,003. The births and deaths recorded in these 
towns numbered 0,974 and 5,380 ’’epresenting birth and 
death rates of 30’ l and 23*3 per thousand of the population 
respectively. 

(A) India . — The births and deaths reoorded in towns- 
in India were 0,182 and 4,793 giving birth and death rates 
of 30 • 9 and 24' 0 per thousand of the population respectively. 
The four towns, namely Hardwar Union in U. P., Tenali in 
Madras, Banaras in U- P. and Khandwa in C. P. returned a 
high death rate of 57 2, 50-5, 51 '5 and 50-3 per thousand 
of the population respectively. 

The high death rates in Banaras, Hardwar Union, Khan- 
dwa were mainly due to deaths from fevers and in Tenali due 
to deaths from fevers and respiratory diseases.

There were 89 deaths from aholera, 97 dea ths from 
smallpox and one death from plague. The distiibution of 
oholera deaths wag as follows : PeTozabad reoorded 10 ; Rewari 
8 ; Hardwar Union and Madura 0 eaoh ; Banaras 3 ; Vini- 
yambadi 2 ; Bhiwani, Saharanpur, Puri and Gauhati one each. 

The towns that reported deaths from smallpox were 
Nagpur 17 ; Banaras 12 ; Akola 11 ; Luoknow 0 ; Jubbul- 
pore, Burhanpur and Amraoti 5 eaoh ; Agra, Sambhal, and 
Ghazlpur, 4 eaoh ; Hissar, Shahjahanpur, Faizabad-Ajodhya, 
Amroha, Debra Dun, Nagpur Civil Station, Chanda, and 
Ajmer, 2 eaoh ; Delhi City, Allahabad, Meerut, Hardwar 
Union, Oooanada, Guntur, Shillong, and Beawar one eaoh. 
Tho one death from plague was reoorded in Sitapur. 

(B) Indian States . — The births and deaths reoorded in 
Indian States were 792 and 593 representing birth and 
death rates of 24 ■ 9 and 18- 7 per thousand of the population 
respectively. No town reoorded death rate of 50 or over per 
thousand of the population. Tn all, 14 deaths from smallpox 
were reoorded, Porbandar reporting 10 ; Jodhpur and 
Patiala olties 2 eaoh. There were no deaths from oholera and 
plague during the week under review.
